Tuition Guarantee Program 

Students receive guaranteed tuition 
reimbursement for degree completion 


Maysville Commu¬ 
nity and Technical College 
(MCTC) is launching a new 
program this summer that 
guarantees eligible students 
will graduate from MCTC 
with no out-of-pocket tuition 
expenses. The Tuition Guar¬ 
antee program, the first in the 
state of Kentucky, will reim¬ 
burse students for all tuition 
expenses not covered by fi¬ 
nancial aid, college scholar¬ 
ships, waivers or Kentucky 
Educational Excellence 
Scholarship (KEES), when 
they successfully complete 
an associate degree. 

“MCTC is seeking to be 
different and better and we 
think that this new initia¬ 
tive meets that criteria,” said 
MCTC President Dr. Stephen 
Vacik. “Rewarding achieve¬ 
ment while promoting a 
debt-free education - every¬ 
one wins in that scenario.” 

Students will receive a 
tuition reimbursement fol¬ 
lowing their graduation. 
They can use the money to 
pay back student loans, pur¬ 
sue a bachelor’s degree, get 
started in the workforce or 
any other expense. 

To be eligible for the 
Tuition Guarantee, students 
must meet the following cri¬ 
teria: 

• Enroll at MCTC in 


summer or fall 2015 as a new, 
credential-seeking, first-time 
freshman 

• Complete an associate 
degree in five consecutive 
semesters or less (not count¬ 
ing summer semesters) 

• Maintain a 2.5 GPA 

• Take 15 credit hours 
per semester 

• Complete the Free Ap¬ 
plication for Federal Stu¬ 
dent Aid (FAFSA), MCTC 
Scholarship Application and 
MCTC Tuition Guarantee 
Application 

“Rather than award¬ 
ing a front-end traditional 
scholarship, we are reward¬ 
ing students for successfully 
completing their degree in 
a timely manner,” said Re¬ 
source Development Direc¬ 
tor Cara Clarke. “Our goal is 
to encourage students to re¬ 
main enrolled and reach their 
educational goals.” 

The Tuition Guaran¬ 
tee program will be funded 
by the MCTC Foundation, 
along with support from lo¬ 
cal individuals, businesses 
and industry.

packhorse librarians over 100 years ago, to the latest high-tech “cybermobiles”.

Milford. 

June 14 th Nim Showalter, 
town Marshall, killed at 
Brooksville.

KY State Police 
fallen officers fund 

The Kentucky State 
Police in Dry Ridge has re¬ 
ceived reports of a group 
claiming to represent KSP or 
other police fimdraisers and 
soliciting contributions for 
fallen officers. Their goal is 
to obtain information through 
credit card or bankcard infor¬ 
mation. The complainants 
advise the subjects are call¬ 
ing from 606-654-4367, out 
of Pineville, KY. 

The Kentucky State Po¬ 
lice do not and will not ask 
anyone for any banking or 
personal information. 

Their best recommen¬ 
dation is to treat every so¬ 
licitation call as a scam until 
proven otherwise. The best 
and proper way to determine 
the legitimacy of a charitable 
organization is to check with 
the Kentucky Office of At¬ 
torney General. By law, ev¬ 
ery charitable organization 
MUST be registered with the 
AG’s office. You may do so 
by calling 502-696-5300 or 
their website at: ag.ky.gov. 
The Better Business Bureau 
may also be a viable option 
to check as well. 

It also should be noted 
that it is illegal for any lot¬ 
tery and/or a sweepstakes to 
request you send money (for 
any reason). Furthermore, 
all foreign lotteries and/or 
sweepstakes are illegal. 

Scams come in various 
forms and are ever evolving 
into newer areas. To help as 
an overall guide, here is a list 
of my Top 10 Tip-off’s to a 
Rip-off! 

10) High pressure sales 
or frequent calls. 

9) Immediate decision. 
(You must act now...hence 
no time to decide or research 
for that matter) 

8) Request a credit or 
debit card or any banking ac¬ 
count information. 

7) Offer to send someone 
to your home or to overnight 
something. 

6) Something for free. 

5) Unresponsive to ques¬ 
tions or too quick to answer 
by cutting you off. 

4) An investment with¬ 
out a risk. (Every investment 
holds some form of risk(s)). 

3) Will not provide writ¬ 
ten information or refer¬ 
ences. (Maybe hangs up on 
you when asked for written 
information) 

2) Not registered with the 
Attorney General’s Office. 

1) If it sounds too good 
to be true, it often is.

Understanding grass tetany

Spring in the Bluegrass is 
a great time of greening and 
warming, but it’s also a time 
when livestock producers 
need to watch out for grass 
tetany, also called spring 
tetany or grass staggers. 
Some people also refer to it 
as wheat pasture poisoning, 
winter tetany or lactation tet¬ 
any. Regardless, it’s a condi¬ 
tion caused by an abnormally 
low level of magnesium in 
the blood of livestock. 

Maintenance of normal 
blood magnesium is com¬ 
pletely dependent on ab¬ 
sorption of magnesium from 
the diet. Deficiencies occur 
most often in beef and dairy 
cows in early lactation that 
graze lush pastures high in 
potassium and nitrogen and 
low in magnesium and so¬ 
dium. Affected cattle often 
have low blood calcium. 
Typically grass tetany occurs 
when grazing ryegrass, small 
grains (i.e. wheat, rye) and 
cool season perennial grasses 
from February through April, 
although it can occur in fall¬ 
calving cows. Fast-growing 
spring grass is usually high 
in potassium and crude pro¬ 
tein and low in sodium and 
magnesium. 

The earliest signs are 
twitching of the facial mus¬ 
cles, shoulder and flank. As 
the blood magnesium level 
drops, muscles stay contract¬ 
ed, so legs are stiff and rigid 
and eventually cause the cow 
to stagger and fall. Rapid con¬ 
vulsions or seizures quickly 
follow, with chomping of the 
jaws and frothy salivation. 

Affected animals lie with 
the head arched back and the 
legs paddling. The heart rate 
may reach 150 beats per min¬ 
ute (normal is 60 to 80) and 
can often be heard without 
the use of a stethoscope. Re¬ 
spiratory rates of 60 breaths 
per minute and a rectal tem¬ 
perature as high as 105 de¬ 
grees F may result from the 
excessive muscle activity. 
Animals may stand up and 
repeat these convulsive epi¬ 
sodes several times before 
they finally die. A moderate 
form of grass tetany can occur 
with milder signs of reduced 
feed intake, nervousness and 
reduced milk production. 

A veterinarian makes a 
diagnosis based on history, 


clinical signs and low mag¬ 
nesium levels in the blood or 
spinal fluid. 

Animals with grass tet¬ 
any need immediate veteri¬ 
nary treatment. Response to 
treatment depends largely on 
the length of time between 
onset of symptoms and when 
treatment begins. 

Producers who want to 
prevent grass tetany should 
start supplementing feed with 
a high magnesium mineral at 
least 30 days prior to calving. 
Cows require 20 grams of 
magnesium daily or 4 ounc¬ 
es per day of a 15-percent 
magnesium mineral mix dur¬ 
ing the late winter and early 
spring. Don’t let your miner¬ 
al feeders get empty, because 
consistent intake is important 
for prevention. Kentucky 
Beef Integrated Resource 
Management (IRM) min¬ 
eral recommendations for 
free-choice supplements for 
grazing beef cattle include 
14 percent magnesium in the 
complete mineral mix—all 
from magnesium oxide, no 
dolomitic limestone or mag¬ 
nesium mica. At least a third 
of your magnesium oxide 
should be in the prilled form 
to increase palatability. 

In addition to supplying 
supplemental magnesium, 
you can do several things 
to decrease the risk of grass 
tetany. These include: 

1. Soil test and apply 
fertilizer based on soil test 
results and use no more po¬ 
tassium than recommended, 
since grasses are luxury con¬ 
sumers of potassium. 

2. Feed legumes that are 
high in magnesium to help 
offset the problem, although 
their growth is often limited 
in late winter. 

3. Feed small amounts of 
hay and/or grain to cattle on 
lush pasture during suscep¬ 
tible periods or limit grazing 
to 2-3 hours per day. 

4. Graze the less suscep¬ 
tible or non-lactating animals 
(heifers, dry cows, Stocker 
cattle) on the higher risk pas¬ 
tures.

As the annual Earth Day 
celebration returns and en¬ 
courages communities across 
the country to applaud their 
local environmental cham¬ 
pions, perhaps the search 
needs not extend further than 
the nearest family farm. The 
men and women tending to 
Kentucky’s 77,000 farms are 
committed to preserving the 
state’s land and water for a 
healthy return on the seeds 
they sow and the livestock 
they raise - for today and 
generations yet to come. 

“Farmers are always on 
guard to protect the soil and 
water that is so critical to 
their livelihood,” said Ken¬ 
tucky Larm Bureau (KLB) 
president Mark Haney. “They 
very clearly understand that 
those resources are neither 
limitless nor inexhaustible.” 

Kentucky’s farmers not 
only do a great deal to protect 
the land, but they also strive 
to make it better. Aside from 
planting trees and shrubs for 
windbreaks, preserving and 
restoring wetland areas, and 
providing a habitat for many 
forms of wildlife, many 
farmers also work diligently 
to improve the quality of the 
environment by installing 
conservation buffers on their 
farmland. Across the U.S., 
more than 500,000 farmers 
have voluntarily enrolled 
approximately 24 million 
acres into the nation’s Con¬ 
servation Reserve Program 
to date, making it the largest 
public-private partnership 
for conservation and wildlife 
habitat in the country. 

“Kentucky farmers have 
embraced this crucial job of 
safeguarding our land and 
water,” said Haney. “It’s a big 
job that requires close atten¬ 
tion, but it’s also something 
that farmers cannot, and will 
not, overlook.” 

Today’s farmers also em¬ 
brace advanced methods for 
managing their land and in¬ 
vesting in business services 
that will help them excel in 
an environmentally sensitive 
world. Prom contour farming 
and the Kentucky-pioneered 
no-till farming practices to 
dead animal composting and 
complex manure manage¬ 
ment systems, sound envi¬ 
ronmental stewardship is 


a 24/7, year-round job for 
Kentucky’s agricultural pro¬ 
ducers. 

“Nearly every farm orga¬ 
nization has also implement¬ 
ed some type of program to 
encourage cooperative lead¬ 
ership on environmental is¬ 
sues, particularly in regard to 
water quality,” said Haney. 
“Kentucky Larm Bureau’s 



recently launched Water 
Management Working Group 
is one such program that we 
created to expand the avail¬ 
ability of water resources to 
the state’s farmers and our 
rural and urban communi¬ 
ties.” 

Kentucky has been hit 
hard by drought in six of the 
past 15 years, three of which 
were widespread producers 
of significant crop and farm¬ 
land damage. As a very small 
percentage of Kentucky’s 
cropland is irrigated, water 
remains a looming critical is¬ 
sue for Kentucky farmers as 
they seek to feed a growing 
world population. 

To address those con¬ 
ditions, KPB’s 20-member 
Water Management Working 
Group is currently focused 
on three main objectives: (1) 
research the status of wa¬ 
ter supplies in the state; (2) 
examine potential action to 
raise the availability of wa¬ 
ter to farms; and (3) make 
recommendations to the ap¬ 
propriate federal, state and 
private entities. More infor¬ 
mation about KLB’s Water 
Management Working Group 
is available at: kyfb.com/wa- 
ter. 

“If Americans really 
want our nation to ‘go green’ 
on Earth Day,” concluded 
Haney, “then we should all 
support the world’s original 
green industry: agriculture.”

One of the activities 
for Earth Day is the annual 
ringing of the Peace Bell at 
the United Nations. This bell 
was presented to the United 
Nations in 1954 by Japan 
and was cast from coins. 
Depending on which website 
that we searched, these coins 
were collected from various 
entities including the children 
of sixty countries, especially 
Japanese school children 
but the purpose of the bell 
was to promote peace on the 
planet. Peace goes hand in 
hand with living according to 
the natural order as directed 
by God when He created this 
great big beautiful earth! So 
when we care for the earth 
to include the plant, animal 
and human kingdom, then 
peace will naturally follow! 
We hope that you and your 


family will find great ways to 
celebrate Earth Day 2015!

Three Numbers to Avoid 
Underground Dangers 

Remember the importance of dialing 8-1-1 
during National Safe Digging Month 


With the increasing 
warmth of the season come 
increased thoughts of making 
home upgrades and repairs, 
or putting renovation proj ects 
in motion. But one detail 
that often gets overlooked 
is how to safely execute 
those projects, particularly 
when they require digging 
underground. 

As part of April’s 
“National Safe Digging 
Month,” Louisville Gas 
and Electric Company and 
Kentucky Utilities Company 
urge customers to dial 8-1-1, 
the Federal Communication 
Commission’s designated 
call-before-you-dig number, 
to identify buried lines that 
could be damaged as a result 
of excavation work. 

Whether it’s a home 
owner or contractor, and 
whether installing a mailbox, 
putting in a fence, building 
a deck or laying a patio 
- Kentucky law requires 
all excavators to contact 
operators of underground 
utilities before performing 
any excavation work. 

According to Common 
Ground Alliance, a national 
organization focused on 
protecting underground 
utilities across the country, 
an underground utility line is 


damaged every eight minutes 
because someone decided 
to dig without calling 8-1-1 
first. 

How to use Kentucky 
811: 

1. Start by planning 
ahead - Know what you plan 
to do, where you plan to do it 
and when you’d like to begin 
your dig. 

2. Call Kentucky 811 
- Call 8-1-lat least two 
days before you plan to dig 
and provide the required 
information about your dig 
to the call agent. Kentucky 
811 is available 24 hours a 
day, seven days a week. 

3. Wait the required 
time for marking - When 
you call Kentucky 811, they 
coordinate with Kentucky 
811 member utilities in your 
area, including LG&E and 
KU, to have underground 
utility lines marked. This 
work is performed at no cost 
to you. 

A “locate request” goes 
out to member utilities, 
including those who 
provide natural gas, electric, 
telephone, cable and water 
service. Crews either mark 
their underground facilities 
or notify the excavator they 
have no underground lines in 
the area.
